The New York Independent of recent date
published a symposium of articles by eminent
men on the subject: *'The Strife Hetween
Labor and Capitel: What 18 Its Solution to
Be1”

Bishop John P. Newman of Omaha con-
tributed the following paper:

Mind, muscle and mohey are
gources of this world's wealth. The honor-
able employment of these ls Iabor; such
labor Ia devotlon. These are Interdependent
This in God's iriple arrangement for our
goolnl 1fs, And all should recoghize the
same. HBetween them there should be neither
mastery nor servitude, only honorable
rivalry. The third may for ‘a while be In-
dependent of the first and the second untll
It I8 consumed, but the first and the second
are producers of the third, Sonre men have
money without Ideas; some have [deas with-
out money, and a few have both. Were all
rieh, there would be Httle or no Incentive
for the soholar to think or for any man to
work, Were all scholars and skilloed in the
arts and no capitalists, there would he no
means wherewlith to preduce. There ls no
prejudice in the common mind againkt capl-
tal; but when capital becomoez a tyrant nnd
demands the most work for the least pay,
then the wrath of the laborer burns llke o
mountain on fire, Bohind the capltalist
stand the thinker and the mechanle, and
the capitallst should remember that he 18
powerless  without the co-operntion of the
braing of the one and the nrm of the other,
It J* exaspoerating even to riot for a man of
fntellect, whether inventor, manager, agent,
galesman, aeccountant or clerk, and for a
man of skilled muscolar power to see o
eapitalist live in luxury, edunate hig ehlldren
in the best of schools, and teave fortunes to
his hWelrs, while the intelligent employe llves
from land to mouth and the laborer con-
gumes cach day the wage of each day with-
out a cent for a rainy day.

Hereln 18 the source of the strife between
capital and Iabor, What Is the solution?
Twolold: The reeognition of the mutual and
reciprocal rights of the capltalist and the
wage-carner, whether of intelleet or of mus-
cle; secondly, companionship in the profits
of tho business,

I know &n Ameriean firm which, when busi-
ness wis slick and the profits less than the
expenses, calléd thelr employes together and
sald: “Gentlemen, here are our books, ex-
amine them, They indieste that we must
dlecharge a portlon of our forea or lessen

“the wages of all. What shall we do? If
you consent o the reduction we shall re-
turn to the present prices when our busi-
ness will permit”

What was the reply? The unanimous
answer was:  “We acecept the reduction on
these conditions,” Within a year the firm
enlled their employes together and  said:
“Gentlemen,, the profits of our trade warrant
not only o return to the former wages 1!1!1:!
yoti, but algo to a pereentage in the proflts.
It Is sufficient to say there has nover been
p strike in that lnrge gonce:n, where Larmony
prevails,

This 18 only one of many similar firms
fn thig country. Both just and humane, it
{s the practical recognition of business com-
panionship which the dignity of labor mer-
it and the claims of wealth and {ntelligence
“demund. The strife which we seck to allay
will not ¥leld to logislation of trades unlons
or koclallstic theorles, but to common sense,
“ghnctioned by justlice and the ordinations
“of the God of nature, All parties concerned

“are fo be educated Ly press and pulpit along
“these lines, When, because of my physieal
eapucily or Intellectual qualifications, the
capitalist will make me his businezs partner
to share a repsonable percentage of the pro-
fits with or without a stipulated wage, then
1 shall feel not only a soclal élevation, but
will hnve a powerful Incentive to |peresse the
profits of the concern. The gull between
ihe .employer and the employe must be
bridged. The Income of the capltalist Is out
af all proportions to that of the wage-earncr.
For the latter we must créate a promising
future; he must be animated by the hops
of a better hirme, larger comforts for wife
and children and a higher soclal scale for
them, Under the presenl syslem there |
nelther hope to cheer nor anlmation to In-
gpire, but the gnd experience of one who goes
Like n querry slave scourged to his dun-
geon,

We must enfranchise the worker so that
he can have volee In determining the con-
ditlons of his labor and an equitable share
In the results; not as an act of good will
which might be withheld at pleasure as a
bonus or o charity, but as a right. Partiel-
pation in profits is what Interest is on cipi-
tal; It is Interest on labor. We should stand
by the conclusion that labor, whether In-
tellectual or physical, is capltal, and Is en-
titled to Interesg ns much as money. No
other device can allny thig strife, but the
recoguition of the equilty of labor without the
Joga of pride or profit or contral by the
euiployor. This right of equity of labor
would glvs security to capital and increase
the profits of the employer, The end of
“sirikes” 18 In industrinl partnership, which
would elevate smployer and employe and
glve to the world a better elass of waork.
Labor strikes mean bankruptey to the eapi-
talist and starvation to the laborer, To n
Hmited extent in our country and to a larger
extent in England, co-operative trades In
stores and worksliops have been succszsful.
While I wng in London last August there
was held at the Crystal Polace the Natlonal
Co-Operative Festival. It was a wonderful
demonstration. In the conecert hall was held
& productive exhibition of the labor assocla-
tions whose chief end I8 co-uperative work-
ghops where a knowledge of a trade can be
had, where good work can be done during
strikes; where geods can be had without
belng swented, and where the profite are
Justly divided,

Those organizations have increasod In one
year from forty-six to 109, their sales from
$3,235,000 to $6.600,000, and the capltal and
the profits have more than doubled. The
capltal has advanced from §1,685,000 to §3,-
200,000, and the profits from  $190,000 to
$340,000, while the profits to labor were from
$30,000 to §41,000,

But the broader basls of aeticn, broasder
thin these co-operative workshops and stores,
{g the larger prinolpte of placing on a coni-
mon level, na common tollers for a econmon
end, the man of mesns, and he who gets his
living by the sweat of hiz bralns, and he
who eares a lvlihood by the swent of his
brow. The present distinetlons in the Indus-
trigl world are ertiftcial, urjust, cruel; the
offoct of which Is to erush out manhood, In
the grent industrinl enterpriscs of today the
man s lost in the operative, and tho mo.
chanle 16 of less value than the machine.
Thare are tindes when the wage-earnsr feels
the dignity of munhood; his spirit in embit-
tered within him, and he retalintes by
Sgtpikes,” iy complaint & not always that
he 1o not well paid, but that his mashood
s not considered, 1f we continue to rate
money highar than mauhopd we lntensity
the temptation to apply the torch end de-
stroy the wealth of the world,

Dut iy sympathles are not limited to the
working classes, who are bound to remnembor
that great Industrinl and conumercinl organi-
gatlons reguive great aums of money to make
them efciect and prefitable; that sucn in-
vestmente Involve bazards and ave subjeot
1o the changes in moarket valuos; thet when
the workmsn retires 1o his coltage at the
ologe of the day, cats his evening meal and
drops Inte =cund slecp. the caplallst in his

lace mey spend a sleepless night thinking

ow he can meet the obligations of the moys
row, They ore in duty bound to poeept o
few vommon sense prinelples, that while they
bave the vatural right to decide for whom
they will work and for what pay, the eapl-
talist has the undoubled right to say whom
he will eniploy, for what length of time, and
whit shall be the compensation, BEyvery effort
to restrain & fellow workman from excrting
hisn natural right by trades unions or by
strlkes, and avery atteinpt (o deprive the
employer of his patural rights 5 & erline
Apalnst proporty and s deathiblow to the |u-
dustries of the world, There Is little differ-
enco botween the arroganoe of ocapl'al and

the three

trial world, She has eathedrals for the rieh
mnd eonventicles for the poor: arlstocratic
Bunday schools for the offspring of the mil-
lonalte, and ragsed schools for the children
of the workingman; eloquent, high-salaried
clergymen for the affiuent, and cheap eity
missionaries  for the Indigent; she in a
sycophant at the altars where the prosperous
olnim to worship, and the patronizer at the
altars where the laborer bhowe In prayer.
Were the church to demand the applieation
of the golden rule In all business (ransac-
tione, from simple barter to complieated
banking, from the penny huckster ta the mil-
lennlre manufacturer and powerful dopora-
thon, peace would take the place of sirife and
prosperity the place of adversity. If the con-
relentious practice of Christlanity cannot salve
this vast and vexatious problem, then I de-
rpalr. The solution s not in trades unlons,
on the one hand, and business monopolies o
the other; not In arbitratlon by the consent
of the Immicdiate parties In contentlon; not
in leginlautive enactments, for normal sentl-
ment Is the energy of Iaw; not In bloody
riots, to be suppressed by standing armies;
not In the unkettilng of publie confidence In
the stabillity of the Industrial conditions of
society, but In brotherly sympathy, common
honesty, and to do as one would be done by,
a8 taught by Him who gave to the world the
deepest and grandest principle of politieal
peanumy: "Seck ye first the kingdom of God,
and his rightecusness, and all these things
shall be added unto you."

The repetition of
she story yesterday was doubMess occasioned
by the wisit of Mr. P. A. Valentine, one of
Mr. Armour's manngers. .

BEveryb'dy would be pleased to know that
Mr. Armour propoted to locate In South
Omaha, but ther i8 no foundation for such a
statement. 1t I8 itrue, however, that the
Chicago packer has long had an eye on the
Omaha market and may at gome foture time
decide to locate a lnrge packing plant here.

“'No, you can say there I8 no truth In the
reprt of Armonr's location heére,” sald a
prominent stockman yesterday., “Mr. Ar-
mour eaid to me a year ago that he might
find it deeirable and profitable to locate here
some time in the future, but he has since
made no definite plans to that end, The
fact I8  continued the stockman, *‘no
packer eonld afford to locate here In the
face of proposed state legislation, that must
injure, If not ruin, his bLusiness. The attl-
tude of the present leglislature I8 one of hos.
tillty to the etock interest, and It ls also a
menace to the manufacturing enterprises that
ean only exi=t in the vicinity of packing
houses. Should members of the legislature
get wigdom and adopt a polley caleulated to
foster and protect thes=e enterprisges, there
will be plenty of eapital seeking a place of
Investment at South Omaha,

GOSPEL 1S FOR THE INDIAN

What Has Pesn Done and What Remain
to Be Done Among the Sicux.

EY ONE OF THE TR'SBE

ADDRESS

Takes Palns to Deny that the Only Good
Indinos Are Doad Indians - Reomarks by
Rev. C. G, Sterling Urging More
Urgent Endeavor,

The afternnoon meting at the Young Men's
Oliristian assoclation yesterday was devoted
to the subject of Christianity among the
Indinns, and the lecture room was filled with
an Intercsted audionce. The main address of
tho afternoon was delivered by Mr, Coe, a
Sloux Indlan, who |8 now preparing for the
miniatry at the theologiceal seminary in this
oity, Mr, Coc was born and reared among
the Bioux, and for several yeara actsd ns an
Interpreter In the United States courts. IHe
was converted through the efforte of the
misslonaries and s now preparing to réturn
among his people to add his efforts to the
work of gpreading the gospel on the various
regarvutionns,

The wsubject of Mr, Coe's address wos
“Christlanity Among the Red Men of the
Plains." He recited at length the history of
missionary cfforts among the Sloux, and
dwelt with particular emphasis on the part
that the Young Men's Christian assoclation
Had borne in the work. The first misslonary
work seemed to be of but little avail, but as
thoe Indians becnme beétter educated and a
hold was gradually acquited by the mission-
arles, the work was more effeotive and a
great many of the red men were led to adopt
Christianity. The speaker contended that the
declaratlion that tho enly good Indlan 46 n
dead Indlan was far from being the fact and
that the red men were fuly capable of being
clvilized and Chrigtianized, He malntalned
that the schools that were supporied by the
misglons had been far more productive of
good results than the more pretentious ineti-
tutions which were carried on by the gov-
ernment. The leaven of religion that was
Infused, together with the educational traln-
Ing, emphasized the clvilizing influence of the
gchool and led to much better results,

Rev. Charles W. Sterling, who was for-
merly o misslonary among the Sioux, fol-
lowed Mr. Coe, and he algo declared that the
red men could be saved through well directed
missionary cffort. Much had already been
accomplished, but the field was broad and
there was still an urgent need for increased
effort In thig direction.

The services were virled by a number of
s0los by Mr. A, Lansing, Next Sunday after-
noon the progeam will be devoted to “India,"
and one or two returned missionaries, as
well as native Hindoostaness, will spealk.

and better developed condition to the pro-
ductlon as given last night.

Miss Verginia Earl is a wonderfully bright
young woman, who plays the crown prince
Mataya with much credit, following as she
doea one of the dashing comediennes of the
stage. Although suffering greatly from a
gevere sore throat, Miss Earl was brave
enough to appear on the opening night, and
she had the instant sympathy of the audi-
ence, who realized her condition. iss Earl
iz pretty, she is less suggestive than was
Miss Fox, in some of her scenes, but always
intelligent, and thoroughly painstaking In
her efforts to give a well concelved Interpre-
tation of the character, She has a light so-
prano voles, which, while by no means at its
best, ghowed to- good advantage, bith in solo
and quartet work.

Mr. Hart, the tall young man who plays
Wang, is a recent acquisition®to the comie
opera stage, having been seen on the loeal
boards last seagon in farce comedy. He sug-
geats DeWolf Hopper fn many little tricks of
volee and gesture, while his legs are de-
cldedly of the Hopper eut, Even with these
suggestions, Mr. Hart makes Wang a de-
eldedly funny being, He sings splendidly,
having a rich baritone, and altogether is
thoroughly acceptable, Miss Marion Singer,
who is seemingly good for a decade yet In
the comic opera ranks, plays her old part cf
the Frimousse and 153 quite as killlng as
when the opera was first produced. Miss
Drake Is a petite Marie, with a very good
volee, Colonel Fracasse is played acceptably
by Charles Burrows, while the small bit, the
district messenger boy, I8 Rose Kroche, who
won two sceno calls fir her celtic dialect,
The others of the cast are worthy and the
opera won successful recognition as In past
times,
